Remarks 

Claims 1-40, 42-73 and 75-99 are pending in this application. In a final action mailed 
June 17, 2004, claims 1-40, 43-73 and 75-99 were allowed. Claim 42 was objected to as 
depending from canceled claim 41. The above amendment directs that claim 42 be amended to 
depend from allowed claim 13. Claim 42 was not previously amended to depend from claim 13 
only through inadvertent oversight. Applicants intended that claim 42 depend from claim 13 as 
shown in the Applicants' Response to Office Action, filed August 21, 2003, page 31. 

On August 2, 2004, Applicants' representative and the Examiner held a telephone 
conversation to discuss the status of claim 42. The Examiner indicated that all pending claims, 
including claim 42, would be in condition for allowance upon entry of the above amendment. 

The final Office action of June 17, 2004 also indicated that Applicants must submit the

1.175. Applicants are aware of these requirements, and the original patent as well as the required 
oath or declaration will be filed at a later date.
